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News Review Completes 31st Year 
Of Publication During November 

(EDITOR’S NOTE : The following brief history of the Greenbelt 
News Review is published for the benefit of new residents of Green- 
belt on the occasion of the newspaper’s 31s£ anniversary ). 

Six weeks after the first residents of Greenbelt unpacked their 
household belongings in 1937, a newspaper was issued. Recognizing 
the immediate need for a news medium, the first families formed 
on November 11, 1937, a Journalistic Club to issue a weekly paper, 
the “Greenbelt Co-operator.” 

The policies of that paper, as formulated at the meeting, were: 
to serve as a nonprofit enterprise, to remain nonpartisan in politics, 
to remain neutral in religious matters, to print the news accurate¬ 
ly and regularly, to make its pages an open forum for civic affairs, 
to develop a staff of volunteer writers, and to create a “good neigh¬ 
bor” spirit, promote friendship, advance the common good, and 
develop a “Greenbelt philosophy of life.” 


These principles still guide the 
motives and actions of the present 
Greenbelt News Review, the direct 
descendent of the Greenbelt Coop¬ 
erator. The name was changed 
in September, 1954, in order to clar¬ 
ify the independent status of the 
paper and prevent its being con¬ 
fused with numerous other co-op 
organizations in Greenbelt The 
Journalistic Club lasted until July, 
1940. when it was converted into 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Publish¬ 
ing Association, which has contin¬ 
ued the sponsorship of the paper 
ever since. An incorporation char¬ 
ter for the Association was grant¬ 
ed in September, 1941, by the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

The Mrsfc Issue 

The first issue of the Cooperator, 
appearing on November 24, 1937, 
was a neatly mimeographed paper 
containing sixteen letter-sized pa¬ 
ges of local news and editorial 
content. 

The newspaper has appeared 
regularly every week since then 
for thirty-one years. 

The paper was prepared at the 
homes of various staff members 
until January, 1938, when the Fed¬ 
eral Government (which owned 
Greenbelt at that time) made space 
available at the Center, free of 
cost, and also loaned much-needed 
furniture, typewriters and office 
equipment. To meet the costs of 
paper, ink, and stencils, a charge 
of five cents per copy was made, 
beginning with the issue of Jan¬ 
uary 5, 1938. Distribution was 

turned over to the Boy Scout 
troop, which was allowed to retain 
two cents for each paper sold. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in the 
history of the newspaper was the 
decision to deliver the Cooperafor 
free of charge to every home in 
town, beginning with the issue of 
September 7, 1939. The additional 
cost of local distribution was small, 
and this radical change of policy 
provided larger circulation figures, 
which could be used as evidence of 
the value of advertising in the 
Cooperator, once its distribution 
had become community wide. The 
town government engaged more 
and more space for the publication 
of pending ordinances, budgets and 
the like. 

The policy of free distribution 
remained unchanged until July, 
1953, when the paper was forced by 
financial straits to go to a sub¬ 
scription basis — $3 a year. The 
response was fairly encouraging, 
but the added cost of maintaining 
subscription records convinced the 
governing body that the additional 
income was not worth the addi¬ 
tional workload. In January, 1955, 
the paper returned to city-wide 
circulation. 

Financial difficulties continued to 
plague the newspaper, and appeals 
were made to the businesses and 
organizations in town for funds. 
Finally, in April, 1959, the News 
Review resorted to a house-to- 
house community-wide drive for 


funds: Organized by the drive 

chairman Elaine Skolnik who was 
aided by 125 volunteer court collec¬ 
tors the drive netted over $1500. 
It proved such an unqualified suc¬ 
cess that it was renewed again the 
following year. 

The yield from these drives was 
sufficient to meet the needs and 
no drives have been conducted 
since 1960; however a fund drive 
was launched last year by the 
Greenbelt Freedom of the Press 
Committee to help the paper de¬ 
fend itself against libel charges. 
An appeal from an adverse judg¬ 
ment in the lower courts is now 
pending before Maryland's Court 
of Appeals. 

At present over 4.500 free copies 
of the News Review are distributed 
weekly to homes in Greenbelt, in¬ 
cluding Springhiil Lake and Uni¬ 
versity Square Apts. 

Offices of the Paper 

The News Review' has had sev¬ 
eral homes since its inception. 
From its original second-floor 
quarters in the commercial center 
the paper moved its offices four 
times before finally coming to rest 
in the present basement office at 
15 Parkway. With the withdrawal 
of the Federal Government from 
town, Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(through its wholly-owned subsidi¬ 
ary, Greenbelt Development Cor¬ 
poration) continued the federal 
policy of providing free office 
space, with the paper reimbursing 
the corporation for out-of-pocket 
expenses. 

The entire staff consists of vol¬ 
unteer workers, most of whom 
have joined the paper as their con¬ 
tribution to their community's 
activities. Since March, 1957, nomin¬ 
al payments have been authorized 
to the editorial staff and to colum¬ 
nists — when finances permit, of 
course. There have been 38 chan¬ 
ges in editorship during the paper’s 
31 years, attesting to the difficulty 
of this job; the position is at pre¬ 
sent held by Mary Smith and there 
are 22 staff members. 

leffway Plszs 
Subdivision Vetoed 

At a meeting on Wednesday, 
Nov. 20. the Prince Georges Plan¬ 
ning Board unanimously acted to 
deny a preliminary plan by Sidney 
Brown for the subdivision of the 
Beltway Plaza. In the decision 
the Board stipulated that they 
would likewise deny all future 
plans that did not include the dedi¬ 
cation to the city of a completed 
Gentry Drive. Gentry Drive is the 
short street that leads from Green¬ 
belt Road north to the A & P 
Supermarket. It will eventually 
lead further north, where it will 
provide access to Springhiil Lake. 
At present a substandard road, 
constructed by Springhiil Lake as 
a temporary access, follows gener¬ 
ally the route that Gentry Drive 
will take.

CFPG Opposes 
Rezoning Request 

At its meeting on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 18, the Steering Committee of 
Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
adopted a motion to oppose the re¬ 
quest of Lakeside North for re¬ 
zoning the property. The owners 
(Sigmund and Mona Goldblatt) 
have requested R-18 zoning (21 
units per acre) to permit construc¬ 
tion of 136 additional apartment 
units on the 19-acre tract, which 
was originally zoned R-30 (14 units 
per acre). City council is expected 
to take action on the proposal this 
Monday night. 

CFPG has also gone on record 
in support of the council’s sugges¬ 
ted changes in the revised Area 13 
North Master Plan. The Maryland 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission is expected to 
have a public hearing on the re¬ 
vised plan after the new year.

Voters Approve City 
Bond Issue by 2 to 1 

By a more than 2 to 1 margin, the voters of Greenbelt en¬ 
dorsed the $950,000 bond issue for capital improvements at last 
Tuesday’s balloting. The vote was 584 in favor and 267 against. 
The count included 20 absentee ballots, 18 of which were in 
favor. The 841 citizens who voted represented about 40 percent 
of the city’s eligible registered voters of 2,120. 

Mayor Edgar Smith said he was elated at the results, which 
he characterized as a “tremendous vote for the future of Green¬ 
belt.” He felt that the bond issue was necessary for Greenbelt 
to move ahead and meet its long-range needs. 

Other councilmen joined in expressing satisfaction at the 
results. Francis White said he was very happy that the council 
had properly assessed the voters’ sentiments and desires for the 
future. 

Councilmen Bill Hoff and Dick Pilski predicted that the coun¬ 
cil would move ahead rapidly to implement the bond issue, with 
the Youth Center addition and land acquisition programs getting 
first attention. City manager James Giese said tnat this Mon¬ 
day’s council meeting agenda will probably include an item on 
the hiring of an architect for the Youth Center addition. 

Smith promised that before final action is taken on an indi¬ 
vidual item, public hearings will be held at which citizen com¬ 
ments will be welcome. 

Preliminary 1969 Budget Figures 

Indicate Rise in GHI Charges

Preliminary 1969 budget figures were submitted to the direc¬ 
tors at the GHI board meeting last Thursday, by the manager and 
staff. One of the considerations discussed was the impact of nec¬ 
essary increases in member’s monthly charges. The tentative total 
budget figure for 1969 will be around $2,080,000, an increase of 
about $300,000 over the 1968 operation. 


Though several factors have 
contributed to the rise, a large 
part of it appears to be for the 
projected borrowing of funds for 
capital improvements to both 
brick and frame homes. (These 
improvements, as reported pre¬ 
viously in the News Review, will 
consist of projects such as flat 
roof and slate roof replacements 
and repair, new casement win¬ 
dows, gutters, sidewalks, renovated 
steam boilers and water lines and 
other major items.) The amount 
borrowed will be $282,500; for this 
the corporation will pay a loan 
amortization of about $40,000 in 1969. 

Other budget items contributing 
to the increase include real estate 
taxes, which will be up to $306,948 
as compared to $265,960 in 1968; 
regular maintenance costs of the 
homes, which will be up by about 
$40,000 mainly in greater payroll 
costs; and generally higher costs 
of materials and service. 

In the new budget, on the other 
hand, there will be no use of re¬ 
serve funds (in 1968, $57,000 was 

Construction Begun 
On Firehouse Wing 

Construction work was begun 
Saturday. Nov. 23, on the new addi¬ 
tion to the Firehouse. Consisting of 
two rooms, a large assembly room, 
35’8” by 83’6’\ and a storeroom, 
14’ by 32’, the new section will 
match the existing architecture of 
the building. It will be attached 
at the rear of the present structure, 
with folding doors opening into the 
assembly room, replacing the pre¬ 
sent windows of the two small 
rooms. The storage room will be 
built with access from the kitchen, 
the meeting room, apparatus room, 
and the drill room. 

Since the new room will be used 
almost exclusively for the social 
purposes of the Volunteer Fire 
Dept, and Rescue Squad, the total 
cost for its construction will be 
borne by the Fire Dept. It will 
be used for large dinners, bingo, 
and similar activities which here¬ 
tofore have been staged in the ap¬ 
paratus room. 

Greenhorne and O'Mara, Inc., are 
architects for the addition. The 
$50,500 low bid was submitted by 
Rergdorf, Inc. The estimated con¬ 
struction time is 150 days, which 
would set the completion date at 
sometime in May. 

Duncan Monroe of the Fire Dept, 
and Rescue Squad heads the 
group’s building committee. 


used, and in 1967, $75,831). 

Director Nat Shinderman noted 
with approval that the actual (pro¬ 
jected) 1968 budget has turned out 
to be approximately $14,000 less 
than ^originally estimated. Direc¬ 
tor John O’Reilly took a different 
view of the same fact, reiterating 
the opinion that the corporation 
was not engaged in a profit-mak¬ 
ing operation. He said, “If we 
don't spend as much as we thought, 
it may be that we haven't done 
what we could have.” 

New Monthly Charges 

Manager Roy Breashears gave 
the board a detailed breakdown 
of the tentative 1969 monthly 
charges for brick and frame homes 
of all types. The increases above 
the 1968 rates would range from 
$7.00 to $10.75 in the brick houses, 
and from $6.50 to $8.75 in the frame 
homes, about one quarter of the 
increase being for the capital im¬ 
provement loan payment men¬ 
tioned above. Breashears empha¬ 
sized that these figures are en¬ 
tirely preliminary, and that much 
work remains to be done by the 
staff. 

In the next step in the budget 
hearing procedure, the board will 
formally consider the budget at 
a special hearing to be held on 
Thursday, December 5. At that 
meeting, the board will approve 
the budget on an item-by-item 
basis. Members will be invited 
to attend and participate in the 
discussion. 

Resale Inspections 

In another matter on the agenda* 
the manager brought up the ques¬ 
tion of how thorough the inspec¬ 
tion should be at the time of resale 
of a house. Tins is important, 
since the corporation may be re¬ 
sponsible for seeing to it that the 
home meets all GHI regulations (re 
sheds, fences, yard lines, etc.) be¬ 
fore the new owner takes posses¬ 
sion. Chairman Charles Schwan 
and director Katherine Keene sug¬ 
gested a general list of any infrac¬ 
tions could be written down at the 
time. Miss Keene also passed 
along an offer by Gordon Allen of 
the Landscape Committee to carry 
out an independent survey for this 
purpose. This was received favor¬ 
ably. Shinderman also asked 
management to revise the already 
existing standard inspection form 
used by the sales office. 

Breashears also reported on the 
survey made by the city to check 
resident’s response to the trash 
receptacles which have been placed 
in various locations.

Using the small front-end load¬

Landscaping Plans 
For l^etro Routes 

Metro planners are developing 
design criteria for transit lines that 
pass through areas which range 
from urban, semi-urban, suburban* 
and park-like to rural in character. 

The goal is to achieve site design 
of stations and landscaping treat¬ 
ments that will enhance communi¬ 
ty appearance, provide an attrac¬ 
tive transitway and offer the Me¬ 
tro commuter a pleasant vieto. 

Route alignments, when possible, 
are located close to existing green 
belts, groves of trees, rock forma¬ 
tions, embankments, and other nat¬ 
ural features. 

To supplement existing topogra¬ 
phy, appropriate planting will be 
used both to frame attractive vis¬ 
tas and to provide an effective and 
esthetically pleasing screen to 
shield Metro riders and communi¬ 
ties from views of car storage 
areas, parking lots, and transitions 
in grade. 

Trees and shrubs also will be 
useful in controlling dust, reducing 
noise, and providing natural wind 
breaks which help to prevent snow 
drifting. Ground cover and shrubs 
will be mostly evergreens which 
are durably, need minimal tending, 
and add life and color to* the land¬ 
scape year-round. 

A site plan and landscaping 
treatment will be created for each 
transit station. The character of 
the neighboring community and its 
proposed development will influ¬ 
ence the design. Because transit 
stations serve thousands of peo¬ 
ple daily, easy access and conven¬ 
ience will be of paramount impor¬ 
tance in formulating plans. 

Circulation paths to separate and 
guide pedestrian, automobile, and 
bus traffic will be clearly marked 
by paving patterns and related 
planting. Parking lots will be 
screened from adjoining properties 
and their appearance softened by 
trees and shrubs. When possible. 
M vest pocket parks” will be crea¬ 
ted to enhance station areas. 

When streets are rebuilt after 
cut-and-cover construction, side¬ 
walks could be widened, trees plant¬ 
ed, plazas created and other steps 
taken to make the new thorough¬ 
fare a better environment. Off- 
street land could be converted to 
parks, playgrounds, or other uses 
benefitting the local community. 
Improvements such as these could 
be made through a cooperative ef¬ 
fort by the local government and 
the WMATA.
